States had an excess of ei ports over 
imports amounting to the extraordi- 
nary rgures of 8153,100,000, against 
a like excess of 870,000,000 for the 
eorrespondius months of 1S75-G, This 
is an extraordinary increase, which i.- 
not offset byjthe balance against us of 
discounts and interest on bonds held 
abroad which amounts, for the time 
named, to about 850,000,000. 
Thii 


leaves our advantage still iu excess of 
a hundred 
millions. Just how this 


830,000,000 has been met, does not ap- 
pear to be well demonstrated, and there 
is no better way of accounting for its 
settlement than by 
suppciMiig that 


about that amount, in market value, of 
securities has been sent home from for- 
eign holders. 
The return of our bonds 


and stocks from Europe at the rate of 
of 8150,000,000 per annum is a mat- 
ter of no small moment to the value ol 
investments on this side of the Atlan- 
tic ; especially when it ii considered 
that the current, savings of the coun- 
try are comparatively nominal and 
there ia therefore no new demand for 
investments. 
We may also infer that 


this fact Las had no small influence in 
producing the value of securities that 
has occurred within late mjnths.

the same means, the annual interest 
claims of Europe on this country are 
being diminished at the rate ot per- 
hips"closc upon 810,000,000 a year;

If, as our Austrian corr«.s(ft>ndcnt 
states, the Italian and French charges 
d'affaires also intimated a definite reply 
should be given by the 13th inst., Rus- 
sia may be able to maiie an unexpected 
defense of her haste, but our own gov- 
ernment, at least, did not intend the 
protocol to have Hie character of an ul- 
timatum. Kussia cannot he surprised, 
indeed, if the recent negotiations should 
expose her to severe charges. She mu»l 
expect it to be said she wished to pass 
the time until the roads toward the Dan- 
ube should be fit for the passage of her 
artillery, and that she drew up the pro- 
tocol, not to secure pence, but to obiain 
from the united power such condemna- 
tion of Turkey as would make a decla- 
ration of war inevitable.
